A French Version of the Newfound- 
land Fishery Troubles.

Now if our hill property is so ob- 
jectionable that it must be brought down to 
a level with a traffic grade, why is jt that 
provement, settlement and ap iation 
n value hugs to and climbs over the hills 
nstead of spreading out over the ex- 
tent of vacant level land adjacent, on which 
there is already a “traffic grade,” not only 
of one in twenty, but practically level. But 
business does not seem to run off in that di- 
réction; it rather inciines to foilow the hill

THE CITY TREASURER REPORTS.

“Referring to a resolution by your 
honorable body on the 26th ult., ordering 
me to pay into the city treasury the interest 
accruing at the rate of 46 per cent. per 
annum on city funds held by me on deposit 
in several banks of this city from March 
11 to May 13, 1890, I desire to answer that 
immediately after the approval of the ordi- 
nance I was served with « restraining order, 
which prohibited me from making the de- 
posit contemplated in said ordinance. The 
c.se is now pending in the courts. After 
my release I complied with the require- 
ments uf the ordinance by depositing the 
funds in the City Bank. Now. your order 
of May 26th commands me to perform an 
act that would prove a direct viola- 
tion of an order of the Superior 
Court, and failing todo so, 1 must make 
good the interest while that injunction was 
in force, I have refused to violate a direct 
mandate of the court, and must respectfully 
decline to pay interest on the city funds 
while the court was deliberating as to the 
continu nce of its own order.“

THE FILTHY STREETS. 
Chief of Police in reference to the filthy 
condition of the streets, especially Main,

track and vacate the franchise,

and one with over six thousand sig- 
natures, praying that they be allowed 
to keep open. The petitions were re- 
ferred toa special committee, consist- 
ing of Councilmen Summerland, 
Wirsching and Shafer. 


Los ANGELES parents complain of 
the excessively long school vacation in 
this city.

The reasons given by Mr. Hazard for 
this action in his veto message can 
only be characterized as illogical and 
visionary. The wishes of afew wealthy 


residents on the inner hills, and of 


some property-holders south of Third 
street, and of a handful of silurians 
whe have His Honor’s ear early and 
late, appear so far to have triumphed 
over the desires of the rest of the citi- 
zens. Five Councilmen voted to pass 
the ordinance over the Mayor’s veto, 


and only four—Messrs. Brown, Hamil- 


ton, Summerland and Frankenfield— 
to sustain it, but the minority was 
sufficient. What next? If we cannot 
get a.one-in-twenty grade, let us try 
to have the street opened on a grade 
of one in sixteen, which was originally 
sugwested by the City Engineer. This 


. would be much more satisfactory than 


the proposed grade of one jin ten, 
which would be far too steep, and 
would satisfy but few. Tha one-in- 
sixteen grade is now probably the best 
compromise that could be made. The 
people want a street that they can use 


On Saturday next an election will 
be held in this county to vote upon the 
issuance of £300,000 in bonds for the 
purpose of completing the courthouse. 
Some opposition has been developed 
to these bonds, and, unless the citi- 
zens are on tne alert, they may be de- 
feated. The objectors appear to 
make their stand upon the ground of 
economy, but it is difficult to see 
where this argument comes in. If the 
bonds are not voted, the supervisors 
will levy a special tax, and we shall 
bave to pay the money at once, instead 
of waiting twenty years, until we are 
richer and can better afford it. 

The facts of the case, as condensed 
from the official statement, published 
by the Supervisors, are these: When 
the courthouse was first contracted for 
it wand to be a two-story structure, but 
the creation of two additional de- 
partments of the Superior Court ne- 
cessitated the providing of an ad- 
ditional story. The cost of the court- 
house, as now planned, will 
be $500,000, and the cost of 
furnishing and equipping the same, 
850.000. Of these amounts there has 
already been raised, by the sale of 
bonds, $200,000. When that indebted- 
ness wus incurred it was reasonably 
supposed that, before any additional 
sum would be needed, the old court- 
house and other county property 


‘would be sold, and a sufficient sum 


realized to complete the construction. 
It has, however, been found impossible 
to sell such property to advantage, 
and it is considered much better now 
to issue bonds running twenty years, 
at not over 5 per cent interest, by 
which time the sale of the county prop- 
erly will undoubtedly realize more 
than sufficient to pay the bonds. 

The contract is let, the courthouse is 
nearly complete aud must be paid for, 
by tax or by sale of bonds. The ques- 
tion is: Shall the amount needed be 
raised by direct tax this fail, or shall 
the Supervisors be authorized to bor- 
row the money at 5 per cent? It is 


this question which the voters have to 


answer on Saturday. A little~reflec- 
tion will show that common sense dic- 
tates an affirmative vote.

Tucson (Ariz.,) June 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The reported kill- 
ing by Indians ofa man, woman and 
two children near Pantano is un- 
founded, This afternoun three Mexi- 
cans came in from acamp seven miles 
north of Tucson, and reported Indians 
near there. A party of armed citizens 
hurried to the camp. No Indians were 
found there. The alarm was caused 
by a band of eighteen Apaches who 
are off the San Carlos reservation with 
passes hunting and gathering cactus 
fruit. They have been seen in the 
vicinity of Pantano aad north and 
east of Tucson several times during 
the past ten days. They are all armed 
and the recent killing of Hardie at 
Rucker Cafion has excited the ranch- 
ers, miners and others. It is believed 
by some stockmen on San Pedro that 
Kid and his band are with these 
bands from the reservation endeavor- 
ing to strengthen his forces. There is 
much feeling expressed against the 


policy of allowing the Indians to leave 
the reservation on passes, especially as 
they are armed; for ranchers, 
miners and travelers have no 
means of knowing whether they are 
hostile or friendly. That there isa 
band of them now in the mountains 
near here is well established by more 


than a dozen reliable citizens, who 


have seen them many times during the 
last ten days. A large party of citizens 
of Tucsou, ranchers: aud stockmen 
are organizing to intercept the 
band, which will have to re- 
turn to the reservation or fight 
within the next few hours. The peo- 
ple are determined to keep them on 
their reservation, and if they are found 
running at large with arms to treat 
them as hostiles.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Tne Republican Rep- 
resentatives went into caucus im- 
mediately upon the adjournment of 
the House this afternoon to consider 
the silver question. It had been an- 
nounced in advance by the leaders that 
the real cause was a conference rather 
than acaucus. It was suggested that 
there was no definite proposition before 


the caucus, so Representative 
Buchanan submitted a motion that 
the caticus bill as it stood be rein- 
dorsed. Much talk followed and de- 
veloped a diversity of view. 
Representative Walker submitted a 
proposition, which in effect proposed 
reference of the bill back to the former 
cancus committee with instructions to 
report a bill which will place gold and 
silver ona parity by allowing the is- 
sue of certificates to an unlimited ex- 


tent on deposits of either metal at the 
the market value. 

Representative Dorsey of Nebraska 
submitted, as a substitute tor the cau- 
cus bill, the draft of a bill which he 
proposed to introduce in the House. It 
provides that any holder of American 
silver may deposit it in the treasury 
and receive full legal-tender certifi- 
cates on the basis of the market price 
of silver; that sufficient bullion be 
coined to meet the need of redémption, 
and that the national bank note re- 
demption fund shall be covered into 
the treasury. 

Representative Perkins, a mono- 
metalist, in a vigorous speech, noted 
his objections to the bullion-redemp- 
tion nature of the caucus bill. 

Finaily Mr. McKinley came to the 
front with u compromise proposition. 
He proposed that the Treasury shall 
purchase $4,500,000 worth of Ameri- 
can silver each month; that certifi- 
cates in payment therefore shall bg 
full legal tender and redeemable in law- 
ful money, and silver bullion may be 
coined to meet the demand for re- 
demption. It is also provided that 
when gold and silver reach par there 
shall free coinage. It omits the 
ballion redemption provision of the 
Caucus. Bill and was therefore im- 
mediately assailed by several mem- 
bers on that account.

PAYING PENSIONS. 
Tus Present Year a Remarkable One 


at the Bureau. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] It is stated at the 


Pension Office that the deficiency in the 
amount of funds in the hands of the 
different pension agents, which result- 
ed in the announcement by the Indian- 
apolis agent that a large number of 
pensioners would be compelled to wait 
until July lst for payment of their pen- 
sions, has been caused by the unusu ally 
large number of allowances made by 
the Pension Office under the present 
Administration, and particularly since 
Gen, Raum’s term begun. The great 
amount of allowances has been largeiy 
in original cases. There haye been 
issued already 7000 more original pen- 
sions than were issued during the last 
fiscal year. The office has yet a month’s 
work before the end of the present 
fiscal year. The pension oftice’s record 
for the present fiscal year, itis stated, 
will be far ahead of that for any single 
fiscal year for many years. Final pay- 
ments by pension agents will not be 
completed until June 20th, and those 
who have not been paid by that time 
will be compelled to wait only a few 
days until the appropriation for the 
next fiscal year becomes available, 
July ist.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) June 4.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.— 
A resolution was agreed to for in- 
quiry into the management of the 
Fish Commissioner’s office, 

The presiding officer announced as 
the select committee on the bill for 
the establishment of a University of 
the United States Messrs. Edwards, 
Sherman, Ingalls, Blair, Dolph, Har- 
ris, Butler, Gibson and Barbour. 

The Fortification Bill was then taken 
up, the pending question being on 
striking out two items for the Water- 
viiet (N. V.) arsenal ($248,743 for the 
erection of a south wing, and $580,000 
for machinery for 12-inch guus,) and 
inserting in lieu of them the follow- 
ing: For boring and turning lathes, 
rifling machine and 80-ton traveling 
crane fully equipped for the manu- 
facture of 12-inch guns at Watervliet 
arsenal, N. V., $285,000.” 


After discussion the amendment was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Teller offered an amendment to 
purchase and test the recoil of infantry 
small arms of 30 calibre, with com- 
pound accelerating cartridge; also to 
test one light, rapid-firing rapid-tran- 
sit, six-pounder, breech-loading field 
gun, mounted upon disappearing, 
shielded fieid-gun carriage; and also to 
test one retiring sea-coast defense car- 
riage. Agreed to. 

All amendments recommended by 
the Committee on Appropriatious were 
agreed to, and the bill was reported to 
the Senate. 

A separate vote was taken on the 
amendment increasing the appropria- 
tion for rifled sea-coast mortars from 


$250,000 to $400,000. The amendment 


was agreed to. All other amendments 
were agreed to, and the bi.l passed. 

The concurrent resolution of the 
House authorizing the enrolling clerk 
to insert in the Administrative Bill a 
certain proviso agreed to by the con- 
ference committee, but omitted by 
error in the enrolled bill, was pre- 
sented and explained by Mr. Allison 
and agreed to. It has reference to 
duties on imported goods saved from 
wrecked vessels. 

A communication from the Secretary 
of the Interior in reply to Mr. Stew- 
art’s resolution as to the diversion of 
the fund forirrigation to topographical 
surveys, denying that there was any 
such diversion, was presented, read 
and ordered ‘printed and referred to 
the Committee on Irrigation.

The papers have been making some 
little stir lately over the aunounce- 
ment tliat two ladies have gone into 
business as dramatic agents in London. 
In point of fact, the first woman scout 
to reconnoiter this novel business and 
capture its outposts is not a subject of 
Queen Victoria, but an everyday 
American, who opened her office three 
years ago and is doing today a highly 
successful business as a dramatic 
agent in New York city. 

She is an interesting personon whom 
to call just at this season when all the 
player folk are returning to the 
“Rialto.” Her walls are covered with 
photographs of actors and actresses, 
and one makes an exhaustive study ot 

and simpers more or less success- 

ul and attractive, while a ‘‘star,’’ who 

wants an ingenue for the summer 

season completes his negotiations.

He is talking with a woman who sits 
at a desk whereon are more photo- 

aphs. There is a pug dog at her 
foot and files of dramatic papers lie 
around.

The waste- 
Dasket and a rocking-chair are the 
enly touches distinctively feminine. 

he woman who owns the waste- 
basket has a very pleasant face and 
manners that are direct and straight- 
forward. She is inclined to be stout, 
and, if you are at ail given to slang, 
you set hor down in your mind as a 
“good fellow.” 
well,“ concludes the star, the 
girls both say they can do the part and 
you say they can, sol guess I'll take 
the first one, she’s the best looking.”’ 

There is a woman who is anxious to 
know if sbe is going to secure an en- 
gagement. and wh» is comforted by 
being told that the manager bas set 
his heart on an actress whom he can’t 

t. and that he will probably come 

ack for her. There is a character 
actor who asks if there is anything in 
his line, and laughs when told quite 
en famille that the agent is not iu the 
menagerie way. There are all sorts 
and conditions of people, and one has 
added a good deal to one’s knowledge 
of human nature by the time Mrs. 
Fernandez is ready to answer a ques’ 
tion as to how she came to entera 
business followed by no other woman 
in the country. 

Mrs. Fernandez is the mother of 
Bijou Fernandez; one of the best 
known of the child actresses and a 
member of the Daly company. She 
was hereself formerly an actress of 
some prominence, and aiter ber mar- 
riage and retirement from the stage 
traveled for a year or two with the 
im which her little 

rtook the 


task of training children for the stage, 
relieving managers of the sometimes 
difficalt task of dealing with a horde of 
mothers, each confident of the git ts of 
her own particular prodigy. The little 
Leslie and the too rapidly-growing 
Russell boy and Gertie Homan and the 
rest of the sometime popular but now 
scoffed at Faunteloys had her for their 

From managing children Mrs. Fer- 
nandez passed to the regular business 
of a dramatic agent about three years 
ago, not without considerable opposi- 
tion. Everybody.“ she says, laughed 
at me. even my own husband; it is so 
hard to believe in the possibility of 
success for a woman in anything abso- 
lutely new. 

Mauagers wouldn't deal with me, 
for they had no faith in the executive 
ability of a woman. One manager who 
wus my personal friend said he hoped 
I might succeed, but he would never 
give me his busimess, for he didn’t 
consider it a proper occupation. Actors 
wouldn’t register with me, for they 
said, Fernandez? She handles kids. 
doesn’t she?“ Even when a manager 
came to me I had no people of any 
const quence to offer him, and when 1 
knew good actor or actress likely to 
suit him was disengaged I had to 
write in the most humble sort of way, 
fairly apologizing for offering 
a contract to a person not on 
my books. In this way I worked 
under every sort of disadvantage, and 
many times was on the point of giving 
up the struggle. Daniel Frohman was 
the only man who stood by me. After 
he took the Lyceum Theater, if a man 
applied to him for a part he'd say, ‘1 
don’t want anybody at present, but 
are you registered with Mrs. Fernan- 
doz? No? Well, you give her your 
name, and if I need you I'll send there 

I always get my * le 
through her.’ He gave me all his 
business, and the fact that he did so 
became known. Then actors always 
usk a man who’s got an engagement 
how he got it, and after I had negoti- 
ated a few ie contracis they began 
to say. ‘Ab! Fernandez; she must 
amount to something.’ 

„It was a basd fight, and I wouldn’t 
advise another woman to undertake it. 
If I had been wholly dependent on my 
own exertions, I must have succumbed, 
but I won, and now I am doing, I 
think, the largest business of any New 
York agency.” 

How do you account for your final 
success? 

“My stage experience counted. I 
was courteous to actors. I could re- 
men ber in my own days in the profes- 
sion going up an agent’s staircase with 
my heart in my mouth, and feeling 
like a dog about to be whipped at 
thought of the treatment I was sure to 
receive. The man wouldn’t put down 
his newspaper nor pay you the slightest 
attention. He kept you on the footiug 
of a menial.”’ 

„And how did you conciliate the 
*Managers?”’ 

„That was my second point. I had 
no favorites. Some agents send a man-

one who is best suited to the part 
or the company. Now, I have some 
very dear friends whom I should like 
of all things to see in good positions, 
but I have taught myself not to recog- 
nize friendship in business.”’

One Woman's Occupation. 

There 18 a jeweler’s window on 
Broad Way, just above Tiffany’s, which 
attracts a good deal of attention. The 
trinkets shown in it are beautiful, but 
this is nut uncommon; the noticeable 
feature is rather the skill with which 
they are displayed. The softest, most 
exquisite colors are chosen as back- 
grounds, and against silk or brocade or 
airy gauze the flashing gems are won- 
derfully combined.

I gee there are people who object to 
the phrase “girl bachelor.“ They ask 
us to be frank and sby old maid.”

UNION PACIFIC NEWS. 


A Contradiction of Statements 
Made in a Utah Paper. 


GULF TRAFFIC IMPROBABLE. 


Happenings of Interest in Pasa- 
dena Yesterday—Real Estate 
Still Going Higher—A Batch 

of Brevities. 


A citizen who has an eye out for 
railroad developments told the TiEs 
representative yesterday that some of 
the statements made by Fred Trim- 
mer, a railroad correspondent of the 
Salt Lake Tribune, in a recent issue 
of that paper, especially those quoted 
from the report of Chief Engineer 
Stanton of the Colorado River expedi- 
tion, are not based on facts. 

The article in question refers to the 
near approach of the Union Pacifio’s 
southern terminus in Nevada to the 
head of navigation on the Colorado 
River. Mr. Stanton in his report says 
that this terminus at Clover Valley is, 
by close scaling, exactly eighty-eight 
miles from the mouth of the Rio Vir- 
gin. This is all very true.“ said the 
citizen, but the Tribune correspond- 
ent would bave his readers believe 
that the Colorado River is navigable 
up to the Rio Virgin, which is far 
—— being the true condition ot af - 
airs. 

“I have traveled all over the section 
of country described, and know 
whereot I speak. In 1866 I shipped a 
quartz mill from San Francisco to Call- 
ville, Nev., by boat down the coast, 
and up the Gulf of California and the 
Colorado River. The boat, however, 
could run no further than Hardyville, 
which is forty miles south of Callville. 
So the mill had to be carted over this 
distance at considerable expense. 
Hardyville lies at the mouth of the 
El Dorado Cafion. which is only naviga- 
ble when the water is very high during 
spring freshets. If a boat gets through 
the cafion, there is piain sailing to 
Callville and fifteen miles beyond, but 
vou may state positively that it is ab- 
solutely impossibie to get a steamer 
within eighteen miles of the mouth of 
the Rio Virgin, and that only at 
certain times during the year can such 


a boat pass through the cafion over 
fifty miles south. , 
“In other words, the  Col- 


orado River is not navigable at all 
seasons beyond Hardyvilie, or seventy 
miles south of the Rio Virgin, so that 
the statement of the Tribune man to 
the effect that oy going south through 
Utan to the end of the railroad they 
[the passengers] could reach a steamer 
connection to the ocean by staging over 
a gapof ninety miles,’ is incorrect, for 
the head of navigation is seventy miles 
tarther off. In proof of my assertion I 
refer you to the records, which will 
show that in 1862 or 1863 the National 
Government was importuned to biast 
out the Ei Dorado Cafion to make the 
river navigable to Callville. The ap- 
al was never granted, and the cafion 
as always remained a serious obstacle 
in the way of navigation, which would 
be of inestimable value to that section 
of country. The Union Pacific’s outlet 
will be Southern California and its 
terminus Los Angeles. It would have 
to buld a branch one hundred and 
fifty m:les south from Clover Valley to 
catch the gulf trade—an undertaking 
which is not likely to be seriously con- 
sidered by the railroad officials.’

““Wyandotie”’ writes: I have three 
broods of chickens about two weeks 
old that were smart and seemingly all 
right in every way until three days 
ago, when I noticed some of them 
acting queerly. Some stretched their 
necks out and down until their bills 
were on the ground, and acted as if 
they were trying to bore their heads 
into the ground; others would twist 
their heads from side to side, throw 
them over back, and sometimes fall 
over. Several have died and others 
seem weak. What is the matter, and 
what the remedy? 

The matter is large lice or ticks on 
top of the head; they bore their way 
right to the skull, and of course the 
chicks act queerly:“ guess you would 
if such things were boring to your 
brain. The remedy is a drop of coal 
oil rubbed on top of the head; that will 
save all that are uot almost dead. 
Whenever you see young chickens act- 
ing as if someth:ng ailed their heads, 
examine their heads for lice the first 
thing.

In the House, on the 27th of May, 
the River and Harbor Appropriation 
Bill being under consideration, the fol- 
lowing proceedings were had.

Mr. Grosvenor: The engineer in 
making his report this year says that 
with the view of commencing dredging 
operations applications were  mvited, 
and upon canvass of the bids received, 
itwas found that the prices asked 
were too high, and the bids were re- 
jected; then bids were again solicited 
and rejected, and failing to have the 
work done at reasonable figures by 
public competition, they have eudeav- 
ored to get other parties who have 
dredging outfits to undertake the work; 
and the engineer says that he expects 
to have this work done by other par- 
ties owning these erence es outfits at a 
price that may considered 
reasonable and acceptable to the 
Government, 

Mr. Vandever: I desire to say 
further that the engineers did make a 
strong recommendation two or three 
years ago. in the interest of economy, 


ted that the Government should provide a 


steam dredge. The Government has 
been entirely at the mercy of these 
contractors, as appears by the report 
which has been read by the gentiemau 
who has just sat down [Mr. Gros- 
venorj, and it is a matter of economy 
to provide this steam dredge for use at 
this point and at other points on the 
coast of Southern California, in order 
that the work may be effectively and 
economically carried on and a waste 
of money prevented.
